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‘Tar delay in reconstructing the Salis- 
bury Ministry.since the Marquis of 
Hartington refused to join it, has doubt- 
Jess arisen fromthe Premier's desire to 
induce some influential Unionists to 
take service with him. And the objec- 
tions which the ravk and file of the 
Tory party expressed to the appoint- 
ment of Lord Northbrook have no 
donbt deterred other Unionists from 
ioining the Government, and it is now 








likely that Mr. Goschen, will be the 
only outside recruit to the Treasury 
bench. We should also infer that the 
Earl of Iddesleigh and Viscoaut Cross 
had from the time when Lord Randolph 
Ohurebill resigned, placed their offices 
at the disposal of the Premier. The 
former is no doubt glad to escape from 
a position in which all the routine work 
fell upon him, while the actual mouldiug 
and guidance of our foreign policy was 
done by the Premier, That this has 
been the case is evident by the Foreign 
Ambassadors having repeated inter. 
views with Lord Salisbary when ques- 
tions of importance presented them- 
selves. The position in which this 
placed him, while he was to some 
extent relieved of anxiety and work, 
could scarcely have been a pleasant 
one even to a good tempered statesman 
like Lord Iddesleigh, and the relief 
from official labours which was thereby 
given him had, we learned by last mail, 
been insufficient to save him from ill 
health. He will, we expect, bave auo- 
ther office. Viscount Cross was said to 
have pressed his claims to a seat in the 
Cabinet when the Ministry was formed, 
and to have rather forced himself into 
office, but if we are right in supposing 
that he willingly stood aside to facilitate 
recent attempts at the inclusion of the 
leading Unionists, his self-sacrifice will 
free him from the imputation of being 
a place bunter at avy cost to his party. 
It is not unlikely that when he and his 
friends demanded that he should be 
included in the Cabinet the spirit of 
opposition to Lord Randolph Chur- 
chill’s overbearing nature had a good 
deal to do with their action. Viscount 
Cross deserved high consideration 
from the chiefs of his party; he was 
perhaps the best Home Secretary in 
the last forty years, and on one occa- 
sion during the last war between 
Russia and Turkey he delivered a 
speech in the House which dissipated 


.a dangerous party move by which the 


existence of the Beaconsfield Govern- 
ment was threatened, and his political 
influence is great in Lancashire, almost 
one of the strongholds of Toryism. For 
some years past le has been run down 
by Punch and writers of gossiping 
newspaper correspondence, and very 
probably the ontside public has taken 





their view of his qualities from these 
rather doubtful sources of information, 
Whatever may havo been the reasons 
which led Lord Hartington to decline 
joining the Ministry and howevor satis- 
factory these may be to his own party, 
we believe the general public in Eng 
land will not only have received hia 
decision with regret, but will consider 
that he has missed an opportunity of 
acting ® patriotic part. ‘The events of 
the last year or two have probably 
placed him in a position in the public 
esteem which is higher than his merits 
as a Statesman entitle him to. His 
political record is not first class; his 
name is not ideutified with any great 
policy farther than that of other subor- 
dinate leaders of the Liberal Party. 
In the Gladstone cabinets of 1874 and 
1880 he was understood to represent the 
moderating power which theWhigsclaim 
to use on their radical allies, and 
he may have done so, though to Con- 
servative eyes tho results were nob 
apparent in the measures passed while 
he was in office. His birth, family 
influence, aud position, as leader of the 
aristocratic Whigs, gave him such » 
position in the ranks of liberalism that 
when Mr. Gladstone retired from public 
life some twelve years ago, his Lordship 
was chosed as leader of the Liberals, 
His chief personal qualification for the 
position was then stated by Mr. Bright 
to bea north country hard headedness, 
and this, with a way with radicals who 
wanted to go faster than he liked, 
which a flippant journalist described asa 
you be d——d manner—which radicals 
are supposed to like from the son of a 
Duke, have stood him in good stead 
since then. He has not, however, 
shown bimself unable to put his prin- 
ciples aside on occasion, as when he 
supported the lowering of the county 
franchise at the bidding of the radical 
section of his party. Since the intro- 
daction of Mr. Gladstone’s Home Rule 
measures Lord Hartington has seemed 
to approach nearer to the Tory party, 
and there is so little difference between 
the policy and princirles of the present 
Government and those of the Whig's, 
if there is any at all, that it can scarce. 
ly be a public question which has pre- 
vented him from accepting Lord Salis- 
bury’s proposals. The ties and claims 
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of party are no doubt stronger on a 
hereditary Whig than on other poli- 
ticians, but, if Lord Hartington has 
allowed these to govern him now, when 
astable Government, in which moderate 
men could place confidence, is so much 
wanted, he has missed a fine opportani- 
ty of showing that ho has the qualities 
of a great man. 

Tho events of the last three weeks 
must haye weakened Lord Salisbury’s 
position in tho political world, aud in 
tho estimation of the public, Lord Har- 
tington has refused to lead or join his 
forces ; his followers have driven out 
one Unionist recruit of position, and 
these things damage a political leader. 
Ibis trae that Mr. Goschen is a great 
gain to the party; ho brings ability, 
exporience in general affairs, and a 
high reputation for knowledge of 
finance and steadiness of purpose. 
Months ago we said he wonld 
make almost an ideal middle-class 
statesman, and since then he has 
shown himself possessed of a fire and 
eloquence, in which, up to last 
anmmer, he was.considered to be de- 
ficient. He will give consistency to 
the rather gelatinous minds of which 
Conservative Cabinets have been formed 
in late years, ready to bend to every 
breeze. ‘Tho City and capitalists must 
fool morecomfortablein theirminds with 
him at the Exchequer in place of Lord 
Randolph Churchill, and these classes 
have still a great of influence in English 
politics and will doubtless expect him to 
pay tho atteution to commercial ques- 
tions which his training and practical 
knowledge of them fit him to bestow. 
Ifnot such a strong Cabinet as the acces- 
sion of Lord Hartington would have 
given the country, it is a good work- 
ing one, and the presence of Lord Salis- 
bury at the Foreign Office will possibly 
give more weight to its policy. Treland 
is the rock ahead, and with Mr. Glad- 
stone and Mr. Chamberlain coming 
together again, the Natioualists eager 
to turn out the Tories, and Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill ready for mischief— 
and possibly assisted by some followers 
from the Conservative ranks—the coun- 
try will bo fortunate if it is spared 
another political crisis this year.

THE POLICE REGULATIONS. 
THERE were circumstances connected 
with the reception which the complaint 
made by Mr. S.J. Morris againet his 
house boy met with from the Polise 
authorities that seem to us to require 
notice. Mr, Morris having taken the 
Cantonese to the Station and preferred 
his oharge of assault against him was 
informed by the officer representing Ube 
Police that tic complaint could not be 
ed by him, It was ouly one 
man’s Mr, Morris's .:rd aginst 
another's, corrobore:‘ve-evidence bein 
wanting. That view was, we are 
formed, also taken in another fi 
quarter to which Mr. Morris applied, 
and wo are therefore led to tie ovaclu- 
sion that, to use a vernacularism, there 
may have been something in the posi- 
tion assumed by the Police Iuspector. 
However, on second thoughts, Her 
Majesty's Consal-General saw ft to 
interveve aud such steps were taken as 
prevented the escape of the Cantonese.

his position, it appears dangerous that 
he should have been left arbiter of a 
complaint of so serious a obaracter, or 
indeed of any charge of a similar kind, 
whether preferred by a foreigner against 
a uative or by a native against a fore 
eigner. When a foreigner bas such a 
charge to make against a uative, aud 
the Police refuse to receive it, he lias 
means of taking further steps to seoure 
justice which may be wauting to a 
Chiuese complainant, Foreigners aro 
generally somowhat acquainted with 
the means to be used to bring such 
to trial as that of Mr. Morris 
against bis house boy. Ou the other 
band, Chinese, at least the majority of 
them, are averse to appealing to their 
own officials, and lind the positions of 
foreigner aud Chinese been reversed 
in this case there would probably have 
been a failure to obtain justice, unless 
the Chinese had had the good fortune 
to fall into the hands of a foreign 
lawyer. Tho ordinary Chinese may be 
excused if ho still clisses the foreign 
officinls and foreign Courts of justice 
a8 the same as those of his own count: 
and keeps clear of them, with a lively 
ng woree the further he goes 

j We rofer to this to 
show that, as every one will see, tho 
refusal of our Police to take such 
charges as that one which Mr, Morris 
preferred to them might bring serious 
discredit on our justice, and, bi 
done go, wo think it will be apparent 
that the possibility of such a line of 
conduct being again followed at the 
Police Station should bo effectually 
guarded agaivst. The assault com- 
mitted by the Cantonese house boy 
came within the category of Serious 
Crimes, in the Rules ‘and Regula- 
tions for the Guidauce and Iustruc- 
tion of the Shanghai Muuicipal Police 
Force, which were framed, or at

A CHINESE TRAGEDY IN HUMBLE LIFE. 
‘Tue Peking Gazette of the 19th December 
contaius, as will bo seen by the trausla- 
tion in another column, a remarkable 
and tragio story of Chinese life. One 
Li Kuei-chéng was adopted when a 
child iuto another branch of the Li 
family, of Honan, and inherited » small 
property and a house, in which he went 
to live with bis adopted mother. He 
had ati elder brother Li Té-bua who, his 
house having been burut down, came 
with his wife and child to live with Li 
Kuei-chéng, monopolising the greater 
part of the house and occupying the land 
for his own benefit, making the younger 
Li, who, having been adopted into 
anothor family was now no longer his 
brother but his cousiv, go and earn his 
living outside, When the younger Li 
onme of ago he married and bad a 
daughter, and naturally tried to resume 
possession of (ho land and house which 
wore unquestionably his, ‘I'he elder Li 
however wns not to be dispossessed, 
and the younger one, linving nothing 
to live on, eet ont on the tramp with 
hia wife and daughter. At a ueighbour- 
ivg town ho sold his encumbrances for 
some twonty-nine dollars in coppor 
cash, hired a wheelbarrow and trundled 
the purchase-money back to bis home. 
In obedience to those dictates of filial 
pisty which nre so stroug in the 
Chinese breast, he gave twenty-six 
dollars from the proceeds of the sale 
of his wife and child, to his ndopted 
mother, and- started ont into the 
world again with tho remaining three 
dollars, As soon as le had goue, the 
elder Li forced the old lady to give 
np to him the mouey which she had 
received ; the younger Li returned, aud 
when be somewhat naturally demauded 
the restitution of the money, the elder 
Li refused and gave him a beating. 
This waa more than flesh and blood 
could stand: the younger Li had been 
robbed of bis house aud land, ho had 
had to soll his wife and child to support 
his adopted mother, aud he lind to seo 
her robbed of the proceeds. Tho wild 
jnetico of revenge took possession of him, 
and single-handed, in the middle of the 
night, he murdored Li Té-hua with Li 
‘Té-hua’s wife and ohild. 

‘There is probably no country in the 
world but China where the youuger Li 
in such a case would uot have beeu 
found guilty “ with extenuating ciroum- 
stances,” and in China one would have 
expected that the filial piety which he 








displayed would have pleaded in 
favour, Bat the Governor of Honan, 
who reports the ense to the throne, 
evidently takes no account of the provo- 
cation which Li Kuei-chéug received. 
The only difficulty which troubles 
him in passing sentence is, whether 
the oulprit is to be treated as a 
man who has murdered his brother 
or his cousiu, Volumivous as the 
criminal Iaw of China ie, there is uo 
specific penalty prescribed for a man 
ho murders one who is by blood 
brother, but by adoption his co 
‘The Governor solves the difficulty 
treating the “case as an aggravated 
form of the murder of three persons of 
a family tho principal viotim of which 
was a cousin; and passing a sentence 
one degree more severe than the one 
provided for the murder of # cousin 
and tsvo other mpmbers of his family ;” 
and Li Kuei-chéng ‘is sentenced to 
death by the lingering provess. Tho 
Governor concludes with a touch of 
grim hamonr: the poor culprit “ would 
have had to be punished for the minor 
offence of selling bis wife, had he not 
been executed for the capital crime.” 
Li Kuei-chéug is sliced to pieces for 
taking the law iuto his own hat a 
capital crime in-an old and settled 
country like China: but it cannot but 
seem to most people one of those enses 
referred to in the maxim, summum jus 
sumina injuria. 

There is uuother feature of Chinese 
socinl life on which this wretched 
onse seoms to throw some light; aud 
that is the difficulty the poor appear to 
find in getting reparation for a wrong 
by means of the law. There is no 
reason to imagine that the Guvernor of 
Honan exnggerates in any way tho 
injuries suffered by Li Kuei-chéng, and 
in a country where every official is 
bound to be the father of those under 
his authority, the sufferer ought to have 
been ble to find some-one to take up 
his case, He was evidently a good 
sort of a man as the world goes, When

of mail matter carried. The other was, 
that the contract should be for one year 
aud ten mouthe certain, which is also 
reasonable, seeing that in the winter 
time fast mail steamers aro always ran 
at a loss, and no company could afford 
to do this on a monthly contract. But 
by refusing to rocept the companies? 
terms, the Government makes a saving 
of £25,000 a year, an all-important cone 
sid ju wherever the Treasury bes 
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@ voice; and Mr. Jackson takes great 
credit to himself for refusing to beud 
to the “monopoly” demanded by the 
Conard and White Star companies. 
Among other things he said that the 
companies who sought to force 
monopoly upon the conutry brought 
back the mails from America at less 
thau one half the cost which they 
charged the British Government, thus 
performing exactly the same service 
for a foreign government for half the 
money. This souuds a good reproof, 
but a little consideration will shew that 
it is not as good as it looks. In the 
first place’ the homeward voyage is a 
muohi easier one than the outward one ; 
aud in the second place, the steamers 
all hail from England, and when they 
have once arrived at New York, Lave 
got to come back, aud unless they get 
fa high and regular payment for oarry- 
ing the mails, the largo fast steamers 
are laid up in the wiutor, when pas.
